The Japanese delegates to the con- 
ference deny that they have made any 
overtures on this subject and Hugh 8S. 
Gibson head of the American delega-

THE THOMPSON BILL. 
" The bill of Senator A. H. Thomp- 


son, of the thirty-seventh district, 
creating a definite highway policy, 
making the state the construction 
unit, allocating the funds by per- 
centages, and providing for the 
continuous permanent paving of the 
primary system of 2,800 miles as 
quickly as the work can be pushed 
with the percentage set aside for 
the purpose, and limiting all over- 
head expenses, including engineer- 
ing, to 8 per cent of the gross state 
income from the motor taxes, con- 
tains many meritorious features. 


The bill has the support of the 
incoming administration, comports 
to federal regulations governing the 
highway aid voted by congress to 
states on a basis of road mileage, 
and eliminates the very objection- 
able county aid system as now em- 
ployed except as counties may loan 
to the state such funds as expedient 
for expedition, based upon sound 
and negotiable state securities, with 
a definite retirement date set at 
the completion of the 2,800 miles 
of primary roads. 

It provides for driving the main 
highways through the weak coun- 
ties, thereby remedying the present 
very objectionable checker-board 


plan. 

And, while giving definite pref- 
erence to the paving of primary 
roads, it does not halt the building 
of secondary roads, nor does it re- 
tard new grading. It allocates 12 
per cent of the actual construction 
fund annually to this work. 

It limits maintenance costs to 20 
per cent of the gross state motor 
tax income, and provides that this 
work shall preferably be contracted 
to county road officials. 


‘ This is an especially wise pro- 
a state political machine, and natu- 
. gally enough county road officials 
have more than a monetary pride 
in Reeping their highways properly 
conditioned. 

On the whole, the bill proposes

motor taxes are sick and tired of 
paying also mud taxes, not only in 
wear and tear of equipment, but in 
delays in time and in perils of 
travels. 

The legislature should at least let 
the people vote on the issue of cap- 
italizing the road funds and build- 
ing the entire system of paved high- 
ways at once. It is their privilege 
and one that should not be denied 
If it refuses, then it will be 
remiss of its duty to the people of 
Georgia if it does not establish a 
definite system, make the state the 
unit, stop county bonding, and pro- 
vide for the unbroken paving of the 
main, or interstate thoroughfares, at 
once. 

To this latter end the Thompson 
measure is dedicated, and deserves 
the thoughtful consideration of 
every member of the assembly. 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

Along with the inauguration of 
Governor Hardman today will come 
the swearing-in of all state house 
Officers, all whom are encum- 
bents except the commissioner of 
agriculture. 

Eugene Talmadge, of McRae, will 
succeed the position held for 
many years by J. J. Brown, who 
will retire to private life. 

Mr. Talmadge is young, vigorous 
and of unimpeachable’ character. 
He is a practical dirt farmer of wide 
experience and extensive’ in- 
terests. 

He was nominated in the Septem- 
ber primaries by large popular and 
county unit majorities. His cam- 
paign was waged along definite lines 
of policy, one of which was a sharp 
reduction in the inspection forces, 
especially in the oil inspection de- 
partment. 

The new commissioner will, of 
course, advocate the policies—en- 
dorsed so overwhelmingly by the 
people—before the legislature, but 
he can put them into execution 
only by sanction of the legislature, 
as all of the department functions 
are prescribed and qualified by the 
State's agricultural code. 

The legislature owes it to the peo- 
ple of Georgia, the voice of whom 
has been unmistakably sounded, to 
completely reorganize the oil and 
fertilizer inspection systems in Geor- 
gia. The former, in all truth, has 
no place in the department of agri- 
culture, which should be a service 
department only for promoting bet- 
ter economic results from farm 
production and better conditions 
among farmers. 

There has been an attempt to 
arouse a Sentiment in the state for 
the divorcement of the department 
of entomology from the department 
of agriculture. There is not a more 
important branch of the department 
of agriculture, nor one more de- 
Serving of the whole hearted sup- 
port of the legislature. 

It is not educational. It is scien- 
tific and administrative, and is speci- 
fically an outstanding function of 
the services that the department of 
agriculture is called upon to render 
the farming and _ horticultural in- 
terests.

In The Constitution of Friday there 
was published a lurid illustration of 
the work that is done by the beast 
called “Modernism.”

EYESTRAIN HEADACHE. 
Eye specialists estimate that from 
30 to 60 per cent of all ordinary or 
functional headaches are due to re- 
fractive errors, muscular imbalance 
or othe: form of eyestrain. We must 
remember that these oculists see only 
patients who suspect or whose physi- 
cians suspect the eyes may be respon- 
sible for tl.» headaches. But th> o¢u- 


ollists freely admit that the degree of 


eyestrain responsible for the headache 
may be trifling, in fact no greater 
amount of eyestrain than almost any 


it}of us may have without being aware 
This suggests that some people |

well to make due allowance for this 
variable personal or tempermental fac- 
tr when considering the treatment of 
headache. 

Headache from fault of vision does 
not depend entirely upon near or

A person subject to eyestrain is 
naturally more sensitive to the de- 
pressing effects of foul air, poor ven- 
tilation, or pollution of the air by 
odorless carbon dioxid or odorless car- 
bon monoxid. Excessive warmth, or 
stagnation, as in crowded theaters or 
other public places, will bring on the 
headache quickly. These unhygienie 
conditions prevail commonly enongh 
even in modern movie palaces that 
boast of their phenomenal air condi- 
tioning equipment. You can't crowd 
thousands of people together and keep 
em as warm as they generally insist 
on being kept, in winter, without feed- 
ing them more or less stagnant, over- 
heated air. 

Moving pictures formerly caused 
much trouble with the eyes, but there 
is no flicker and no ‘strain now, ex- 
eept where the proprietors '-ve the 
habit of inflicting advertisements on 
the spectators between reels. The 
frightful flashing on and off of the 
light on the screen, when this abuse 
is perpetrated, is a severe strain on 
even normal eyes. 

There is no characteristic localiza- 
tion of eyestrain headache. It may 
be felt in any part of the head.

home,

Physical Tests. 

Children from 6 to 15 years of age 
will be required tos undergo a _ thor- 
ough physical examination each schoo! 
year under ~another bill introduced 
in the senate today by Senator Holmes. 

Examination of the children will be 
conducted by the county health offi- 
cer or the family physician and a 
medical certificate issued. On the 
certificate will be listed such physical 
defects as mental deficiency, disease of 
the ear, nose, and throat, mouth and 
teeth, syphilis and other social dis- 
eases, deformity or dislocation, spinal 
diseases, hookworm or any other dis- 
ease requiring medical or surgical aid. 

Children who attend school for the 
first time will be required to present 
to the teacher a _ certificate of ex- 
amination, such examination made 
within the last six months before ma- 
triculation. 

Laboratory Tests. 

The state laboratory will be re- 
quired to make all laboratory tests re- 
quired by the various county health 
officers free to the children to be ex- 
amined. 

Both parties to a marriage agree- 
ment must undergo a laboratory test 
not mere than 15 days before the 
marriage license is issued if a bill fa- 
vorably acted upon by the house com- 
mittee on public health Thursday is 
written into law. 

The bill amends the present law re- 
quiring a health certificate from \the 
bridegroom only. 

Sheriffs of counties in which a per- 
son is condemned to die in the electric 
chair will be required to be the exe- 
cutioner under a bill introduced in 
the senate by Senator Fred Fite, of 
Jefferson county.
